mafle on the state fire insurance 
luTtd by the bj£ stock companies 
several years ago, the fund is now 
stronger than ever, according to re. 
lorts made 'by the insurance com- 
missioner at the. end of the fiscal 
year. 


Since the establishment of the 


fund, the state of Wisconsin has 
seen carrying its , own 
insurance 


and no-$r has a fund 
of $372,655 


available for losses. 


State and county property in Wis- 


consin was insured against fire and 
tornado to the extent of $60,898,251 
with the state insurance fund July 
1. This is an increase over the pre- 
vious year of |800,000. 


Interest on investment mo^.thar> 


paid 
all expenses and losses sus- 


tained during the year, according to 
the report, w.h»'h 'brings out that 
total expenses including $2,368 for 
expenses and $11,324 for ^losses, 
were $13,700, while the interest was 
$15,700. 
Tho loss rate this year 


was less than one per cent. 


Premiums amounting'to $147,161 


went into the surplus fund which 
now reached $372,655.

The state fire and tornado insur-

•narkct valuo, but bank stock is sel- 
dom ever placed upon the general 
market for sale. Therefore, for all 
practical purposes, in order for the 
assessor to determine the true cash 
value of the bank stock, he should 
first determine the par value of the 
stock, or the cash capital paid into 
the bank, and to that value add the 
undivided profits and surphw, and 
such concealed,a»sets which add val- 
ue to the stock. The banking build- 
ing, when part of the bank's assets, 
if carried on the books of the bank 
nt a nominal value, can be described 
as a concealed a*3«t, but It i* 
s:ot of the valuo equal to the value

"For Instance, if the par value of 


the stock of a bank amounts to

Harding Administration Having Hard Time Figuring Out

* DMINISTRATiON leaders and financial heads are in sub- 
f\ stantial agreement on most phases of the Republican 
party's much press agented "rehabilitation program," but on the 
rltal question of taxation there is a lack of unity both among 
politicians and financiers. Political pledges and popular protest 
have narrowed the possible avenues of raising national revenue 
antil it is puzzling the "best minds" to find a way out. 


President Harding "passed the buck" to Secretary of Treas- 


irer Mellon, who in turn passed it to chairman Boies Penrose 
>f the Senate Finance committee, who, after wrestling with the 
problems for six weeks, in turn passed it to the members of the 
Efouee Ways and Means committee. 


The bulk of the revenue needed to meet the vastly increased 


coat of government in the past four years has come from income 
tnd excess profits taxes—although of course these taxes were 
shifted to and ultimately paid by the consumer with added 
chargee for collection. But business depression has made it 
more difficult to pass off this burden on the public—for taxes 
can't be added to the cost of goods when there are no sales—and 
corporations big and little which were compelled to turn over 
;tart of their profits ttf the government have been complaining 
to bitterly that the Republican party pledged itself to repeal the 
excess profits tax. President Harding's message to Congress 
also recommended a reduction of the income surtax rates. 


This met with general approval when Congress convened, 


for Republican leaders in both House and Senate had practically 
agreed upon th« sales tax as a substitute. It was planned to 
"ram through" the sales tax as soon a sthe tariff was out of the 
yay. Senator Sooot introduced the bill and the Senate began 
to hold meetings for the purpose of "recommending legislation" 
ince revenue legislation must originate in the House. 


This scheme soon1 ran afoul of a snag. Investigation re- 


vealed thai the Smoot sales tax bill was a measure designed to 
lass practically aB the burden of taxation on the public, and when 
Its iniquities were understood a mighty protest went up from 
'armer and labor organizations all over the country. Several 
manufacturers' and merchants' associations also protested on 
the ground that it would greatly increase the cost of living and 
thus check sales. 


The protest was ao strong that a poll of the House revealed 


lack of a favorable majority and eren Senator Penrose's "hard 
boiled" finance committee adjourned without making any rec- 
immendations—much to the disgust of Senator Smcot. 


Now it is up to the House Ways and Means committee, and 


its members are in a quandry. They are pledged to repeal the 
jxcess profits tax, but are afraid to offer the sales tax as a sub- 
stitute. There is a noticeable hesitancy to open up the taxation 
question, but it cannot be postponed much longer and the House 
committee is scheduled to begin hearings next month. 


In the "inspired" stories of the Administration's economic 


program going out of Washington this week, nothing more is 
said about taxation than that there will be a "revision of the tax 
faws." The vagueness of this language is indicative of the un- 
Mttled mind of Administration leaders upon the issue. 


Proponents of ttoe sales tax are reviving their propaganda, 


but so are its enemies, and it is extremely improbable that the 
sales tax can pass the House, although it might find a favorable 
najority in the Senate. 


The only alternative program, and one that has found con- 


siderable support among the small progressive bloc in Con- 
Ifress, is one put forward by Representative Oscar E. Keller of 
St. Paul, a liberal sent to Congress by organized labor. 


Keller boldly favors the repeal of the excess profits tax and 


of the corporation income tax as well. He would also repeal the 
tax on transportation, on admission to plhces of amusement, on 
wft drinks, on toilet articles, on wearing apparel, auto acces- 
sories—In short, all excise articles except those on alcoholic 
liquors, tobacco, habit forming drugs, oelomargarine, and the 
products of child labor. Keller estimates that this would re- 
lieve industry of nearly two billion dollars in taxation every 
year. 


He would raise the revenue thus lifted from productive in- 


dustry by a one per cent tax on land values, after exempting all 
improvements and deducting $10,000 for each individual hold- 
Ing; and by greatly increasing the rates of the Federal inherit- 
ance tax. Keller would also distinguish between "earned" and 
"unearned" income by cutting the rate on "earned" income in 
half and retaining the present normal tax and surhcarges on in- 
come that is "unearned." "Earned" income is defined as wages, 
salary or the proceeds of any business personally managed, 
while "unearned" income is defined as the proceeds from rent, 
Interest on royalties. 


Keller declares the tax on land values will raise one billion 


doHars a year without taxing a single producing farmer, and 
says the burden will fall chiefly upon the owners of unused na- 
tural resources—coal mines, ore deposits, oil fields and timber 
claims—which are held out of use. 


The exemption of all improvements and the further deduc- 


tion of -1:10,000 wiffl eliminate at least 98% of the farmers and 
all the small home owners," he contends. "But it will hit mo- 
nopolists who hold millions of tons of coal and iron, billions of 
barrels of oQ and billions of feet of lumber out of use. There is 
sixty billion dollars worth of these idle resources in the United 
States today! This property does not pay one penny of Federal 
taxes and contributes very little to' the support of state govern
